Deadlock 


PARIS, May 5—(UP)—A meet- 
ing of the Big Four foreign min- 
isters scheduled for this afternoon 
was cancelled at the last minute

No intimation was given of the

Bevin conference or at the Rus- 
sian embassy dinner but it was 
indicated Byrnes might be making 
a last attempt to break a com- 
plete deadlock in the Big Four 
conference which threatened with- 
in a few days to end in a break- 
down. Such a breakdown would 
mean the abandonment for months 
of a proposed 21-nation conference 
ito consider peace treaties with 
Italy, Hungary, Romania, Bulgaria 
and Finland. 

An American spokesman insist- 
‘ed there was no significance in 
the cancellation of the Big Four 
meeting set for Sunday atrernoon 
—that the envoys simply decided 
to take Sunday off, However, the 
meeting was definitely set for 4 
p. m. at the office of Foreign Min- 
ister Georges Bidault at the For- 
eign Office—the Quai d’Orsay— 
and was called off so late that for 
a time it was believed it actually 
had started. 

Instead the ministers agreed to 
meet at 11 a.m. Monday. No pro- 
gram was fixed but it was be- 
lieved they would go again over 
the whole problem of a treaty 
with Italy, on which Russia had 
disagreed with the Western Allies 
on every important point except 
the future of the Italian fleet. 

It was believed in diplomatic 
quarters that the Big Four minis- 
ters must decide this week wheth- 
er to adjourn their conference in 
complete failure.

WASHINGTON, May 5—(?)—A 
grave rail transportation crisis for 
another year or more because of 
the coal strike, even if the walkout 
should end soon, was foreseen Sun- 
day by Col. J. Monroe Johnson, 
Director of the Office of Defense 
Transportation. 

“The effects of the coal strike 
will hit transportation hard for at 
least a year, probably 18 months,” 
he warned, “The strike settlement, 
when it comes, will by no means 
end the transportation crisis.” 

He predicted a freight log-jam 
of critical proportions next Fall, 
when reconversion is expected to 
reach full stride.

Continued From First Page 
riot but refused under torture to 
surrender valuable keys, foiled 
Cretzer, Coy and their pals in a 
major escape effort,” Johnston 
said. “Our elaborate non-escape 


electrical devices also helped.” {| 


Johnson’s interview with report- 
ers and photographers was his 
first on Alcatraz since 1934. 

“This aggregation (283 convicts 
before the three were killed) has 
one thing on its mind—and that 
is escape,” Johnston said, “From 
the minute they get in here, they 
begin casing the place and plan- 
ning every move they will make 
when the big time comes. That 
is what we believe those fellows 
had been doing.” 

After Coy slugged Burch, he 
and Cretzer moved fast, Johnston 
said. Cretzer had Burch’s .45 
automatic, and he and Coy intend- 
ed to release their desperate com- 
rades in solitary and then get 
through a door into the prison 
yard where 40 prisoners were en- 
joying liberty under guard. 

LOCK FOILS THEM 

The first man they wanted to 
get out was Rufus (Whitey) 
Franklin, an Alabama life-termer 
who killed a San Quentin (Cal.) 
prison guard in an attempted 
break in 1938. But Coy and Cret- 
zer could not manipulate the com- 
plicated electrical lock to Frank- 
lin’s cell in D Block. 

‘“Where’s Whitey! Where’s 
Whitey!” Cretzger kept screaming 
through the uproar that followed 
the break. When he saw that 
Franklin couldn’t be freed, he 
screamed at the caged convicts: 

“This louses up things fine, I 
can’t get him out.” 

Cretzer stopped trying to free 
Franklin and tried to get through 
the heavy steel door into the 
recreation yard with the keys they 
had taken from Burch. None 
worked. 

“Well, this is it. 
up fine now!” Cretzer yelled. “San 
Francisco is as far away as ever.” 
Johnston and James V. Bennett, 
Director of Federal Prisons, said 
they believed it was then that 
Cretzer and Coy realized that 
escape from the formidable “Rock” 
Was impossible and decided to 
fight it out. 

From then on, it was a losing 
battle for the convicts, who in- 
cluded, in addition to Coy, Cretzer 
and Hubbard, Clarence Carnes, 
Sam Shockley and Miran Thomp- 
son, and several others who de- 
cided not to wait for the last stand. 
United States Marines, and prison 
guards from Alcatraz, McNeil] 
Island, San Quentin and Denver 
bombarded them with rifles, pis- 
tols, shotguns and hand grenades, 
with -every means of escape 
blocked. 

Johnson said it had been fully 
determined that the only weapons 
the convicts had were the rifle, 
the automatic, and several clubs 
and pistol grenades, taken from 
the “C” block gun gallery. 

In the early stages of the battle, 
guards, led by Harold P. Stites, 
made a frontal assault on the 
convict-held gun gallery to rescue 
Burch. They were repulsed by a 
blast of fire that killed Stites and 
wounded two other guards. 

A doctor and a dentist were in 
the dispensary on the upper floor 
treating prisoners when the fight- 
ing started. They locked them- 
selves in and stayed in the dis- 
pensary during the entire battle. 
Guard Ed Stucker single-handedly 
guarded 18 convicts in an isolated 
basement kitchen while the fight- 
ing raged over his head for three 
days and two nights.

Theft Recovery 
April Rate Drops 
To 99 Percent 


The April report of the Atlanta 

Police Crime Report Bureau indi- 
cates a lower recovery rate of 
stolen property but a good aver- 
age in the settlement of other com- 
plaints. 
The department had a total of 
596 complaints during the month, 
of which 174 were cleared, re- 
sulting in the arrest of 148 per- 
sons. 

Stolen property value during 
April amounted to $120,145. Po- 
lice recovered $66,888, which was 
approximately 55 percent as com- 
pared to the usual average of 77 
percent. 

Big item on the police blotter 
was automobile theft. Of the to- 
tal $84,150 in automobiles, $60,050 
was recovered. Twenty-eight cases 
of auto theft by joy-riders, nearly 
a case per day, were reported, ac- 
counting for $18,244 of the total 
amount, 

There were six murders during 
the month, all which were solved, 
and two traffic fatalities. 

The report listed 27 armed rob- 
beries and 117 burglaries. Four- 
teen of the armed robberies and 46 
of the burglaries were cleared by 
police. 

Twenty-five of 78 major larceny 
cases were settled and 16 of a total 
of 35 aggravated assault com- 
plaints were cleared, the report 
said.

USES Fears 
Job Problem 


For Veterans 


Veteran unemployment in Geor- 
gia may soon present a serious 
problem. 


This warning comes from United 
States Employment Service offi- 
cials in Atlanta, who disclosed 
yesterday that jobless World War 
II veterans on unemployment 
compensation rolls now comprise 
60 percent of the State’s unem- 
ployed. 

Current claims number 56,400 
veterans, according to Harris H. 
Clark, State Chief of Information, 
USES. Harris said, at the latest 
count, there were 92,600 unem- 
ployed individuals in Georgia— 
while State offices offer only 16,- 
800 unfilled job openings. 


“Unfortunately, employer order 
for workers run about 66 percent 
in the lower wage brackets, such 
as service, semi-skilled, and un- 
skilled labor,” Clark stated. 


“Our veterans—at least a ma- 
jority of them—can fill jobs sev- 
eral niches above these classifi- 
cations. They deserve the best we 
can give them. USES’ pressing 
need is for a high degree of em- 
ployer co-operation, so that we 
can have a much larger volume of 
demand for workers in the skilled, 
technical, and clerical classifica- 
tions.” 

USES . offices throughout the 
country are engaged in a “job de- 
velopment program” to produce 
the proper balance between

Van A. Bittner, reportedly a bespectacled, 
rough, tough, bald 61-year-old CIO organizing 
chairman, is in the South.

Bittner, while whooping up his own show, said something 
which needs special emphasis.

It was he who recently disowned the 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare, an ambulance-chasing 
outfit which rushes from patient to patient and which brazenly 
claims more social “cures” than an old-time patent medicine ad.

Bittner said, of the AFL charges of Communism in the ClO, 
that it was no more fair for the AFL to call the CIO Communist 
than it was for the CIO to call the AFL a racketeering organization 
because some of its top officials of the past had been sent to the 
penitentiary for that offense. 

Nothing probably pleases the Communist Party more than to 
have Americans recklessly flinging the charge of Communism at 
one another. And from group to group. It plays into the hands of 
the Communist Party by adding to confusion and distrust.

Its ethics and 
compunctions are distorted as are facts—to fit any campaign in 
which they find themselves engaged. 

The Communist Party line is ‘““The Soviet First.” 

It contains no shred of loyalty to the United States. 

That is why it is so important to all Americans that they quit 
this business of calling one another Communists. It pleases the 
real Communists because they are thereby hidden. A confused 
public can’t see the forest for the trees. 

The Communist Party’s agile shifting can best be illustrated 
by its attitude toward the late Franklin D. Roosevelt, whom some 
obviously thoughtless persons think of as Communistic. The CP 
cursed him as a Fascist until 1936. From then until 1939 the party 
line was to praise him. In 1939 they began to shriek “war monger” 
at him. Russia was not in the war and had signed a pact with 
Germany. Therefore, Roosevelt was a hateful enemy of the common 
people of the world. But, once Germany attacked Russia, the Com- 
munist Party in this country switched one day to adulation of 
Roosevelt and placed him next to Stalin as the world’s greatest 
man. These sudden shifts in CP policy do not seem at all .to 
embarrass members. 

John L. Lewis, who in the early days of the CIO uttered what 
has come to be facetiously termed a famous last line by all who 
have tried it—“I can use them’’—also is an illustration. For about 
five years after the CIO was founded, the Communist Party was 
strongly behind him. 

When he was fighting Roosevelt, they adored him and ran his 
picture in the Daily Worker. Within two days after the Soviet 
Union was invaded, he was vilified along with praise for Roosevelt 


‘in the Communist press. 

Methods The Communist workers may establish, quickly and 
in friendly manner, contractual relations in one 

industry and fight it in another. They often refuse good terms 

and stand out for extremes. 

They never seek stability—but confusion. Their demands are 
never looking forward to a goal. They always are tactics and 
strategy for confusion and suspicion. 

They seek always to force other labor leaders to extremes. 

Their favorite tactic is to cause workers to believe leaders in 
other unions are more able and are getting “more” for their 
members. 

No thoughtful labor organization 
with the Communist Party. 

It is not easy to spot them. 

There are some unions in doubt. A great majority of the ClO 
unions are soundly American. The unions which are Communist- 
dominated as to officials or committees or both have many non- 
Communist members who are relatively helpless... Some of those 
regarded as Communist-dominated are American Communications 
Association, United Office and Professidnal Workers, International 
Longshoremen and Warehousemen Union, Marine Cooks and Stew- 
ards, United Federal Workers, Transport Workers’ Union of Amer- 
ica, National Maritime Union, State, County and Municipal Work- 
ers, Radio and Machine Workers of America, and probably a half- 
dozen others. 

These are a problem for the nation, not merely for CIO. 

Lewis, after learning he couldn't use them, dislikes and fears 
them. All union labor leaders with any sense and feeling for their 
own country and for the union movement fear the CP. With cause, 

There are Communists. Not many. But enough to require 
sufficient attention for Americans not to be flinging the charge 
about recklessly. 

The CP loves that.

GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
Byrnes Moves Boldly 
To Insure World Peace 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Byrnes 
made a bold move for world peace by his :pro- 
posal at the Paris Conference of Allied Foreign 

Ministers for a 25-year treaty among the four major powers to 
keep Germany disarmed. 

The importance of the Byrnes proposal, 
carries the approval of the Truman Administration, 
lesson we have learned from the past. 

If the victorious Allied governments had adopted such a treaty 
after World War I there could have been no repetition of: the 
bloody holocaust let loose on civilization by Hitler in 1939. Ger- 
many would have never been allowed to rearm and without: the 
means for making war she could not have plunged the world into 
a second conflagration within-a single generation, 

President Wilson had such a treaty in his mind and did in 
fact propose one of its scope. But it went the way of his other 
schemes for preserving the peace of the world when the Versailles 
Treaty was scuttled by an obdurate Afmerican Senate.

Second Defense Line described as a second line of defense 
behind the operations of the United Nations Organization, the 
vehicle the Allied nations have set up to enforce the peace. 

If anything should happen to the UNO to hamper its effective- 
ness, then the proposed four-power treaty would still be function- 
ing, for a period of 25 years, at least, to prevent a resurgence of 
military preparations in Germany 

The United States, Great Britain, Russia and France, as signa- 
tories to the treaty, would set themselves up as guardians against 
a military uprising in Germany 

That should be an ample guarantee against some future Hitler 
appearing on the scene to upset the world. It would be double 
assurance of peace. ; 

As a matter of fact, the United Nations Organization could be 
scrapped and world peace could still be adequately preserved by 
a close working arrangement between the four great Allied powers. 

So long as we bind ourselves together to maintain law ‘and 
order there can be little danger of any outside nation, or any group 
of nations, offering a threat to orderly civilization. 

No nation would dare precipitate a war of aggression ff it 
knew the great force of this country would. join with other of 
its present allies in siding against the aggressors. € 

Sen, Arthur Vandenberg, of Michigan, saw the need of just 
such a treaty as is now suggested more than a year ago, and 
placed himself on record in favor of it at that time. 

We may assume from this that the proposal will meet with 
Republican as well as Democratic approval. Hence it is reason- 
able to suppose that ratification will be forthcoming in the Senate, 
when and if the document is finally negotiated. 


- : Since Mr. Byrnes presented his formal 
Restrict Reich, Japan suggestion others have proposed that 
the idea be extended to include the demilitarization of Japan no 
less than Germany. Both of these war-mongering powers would 
be restricted against the development of military machines,  - 

And why not? Both nations, by their acts of violence on their 
neighbors and on the world itself, have forfeited any right to 
manage their affairs as they please. 

Twenty-five years of internal supervision is a cheap price to 
pay for all of the bloodshed of which they are guilty. 

When we consider what the world might have been spared 
by a treaty of the kind at the end of the last war, it is inconceiv- 
able that our statesmen can fail to .see ‘the importance of action now. 

Denied an opportunity to rearm, Germany could never have 
put together th> evil Axis that took us five years to subdue. With- 
out her aid it is doubtful that the bloody civil war in Spain would 
have ever come. 

And certain it is that the haughty little Empire of Japan would 
never have dared to strike us and involve the United States and 
Britain in a war in the Pacific without the feeling that Germany 
would be at its side. 

Sec. Byrnes is being credited with a bold and courageous stroke. 
What he offers may represent a striking departure from our past 
foreign policy, but it is a departure practical in its form and 
forward-looking in its scope. It is one of positive realism.

There are several phases of 
Elliott Roosevelt’s activities and 
associations, in addition to his de- 
faulted loans, which would be 
thoroughly investigated by appro- 
priate committees of Congress if

ON JULY 8, 1942, President

“We needed something that 
would do the job and outrun the 
German fighters,” Gen. Arnold 
wrote.

The Hughes airplane 
was the only one already designed 
which appeared entirely suitable 
and which could be produced in 
time to do any good.” 

On Sept. 3, 1943, Gen. Arnold 
“verbally” directed that 100 of 
these ships be bought from 
Hughes. The aluminum shortage 
had passed and the wooden con- 
struction had been abandoned in 
favor of metal. 

The contract with Hughes was 
terminated last September with- 
out the delivery of a single ship. 
The Army still expects to take 
two, however, for experiments. 
The 100 ships were to have cost 
$48,000,000 plus a maximum fee 
of four per cent. Thus about. $66,- 
000,000 of public money was com- 
mitted to Hughes projects which 
produced nothing.

Smear Tactics 
Deplored 


A man no longer needs either 
mental equipment or character to 
stand some chance of success in 
politics. All that is required is a 


generous supply of the words 
“Communist” and “fellow-travel- 
er” with which to smear his op- 
ponents. The epidemic misuse of 
these terms today is nothing new, 
even although there are many po- 
litical thrips and blatherskites in 
Congress who polish this tactic on 
their sleeves to give it the appear- 
ance of newness. In the early 20’s, 
the knights of the smear shrilled 
about such “Communist front or- 
ganizations” as the League of 
Women Voters, the National Coun- 
cil of Churches and the Foreign 
Policy Association. 

The users of such smear tactics 
know that they are not appealing 
to logic or to reason but to the 
basest of emotions — fear. They 
use them because they know that 
the things that they really stand 
for cannot withstand the cold 
light of facts. So they prefer to 
becloud the issue with a smog of 
words such as “Communist” and 
“fellow-traveler.” 


NEW IDEAS and new move- 
ments ought to be met openly and 
manfully on the plane of ideas. 
The knights of the smear should 
forego their cowardly tendency to 
irresponsible and vicious gossip. 
They ought to adhere to some 
minimum standards of gossip- 
mongering, or be compelled to do 
so by public opinion. 

I would be greatly cheered if 
the same minimum standards of 
irresponsible gossip which now 
operate to protect American wom- 
en were used by political gossip- 
mongers in their slanders against 
people and organizations whose 
political goals and purposes make 
them attractive to large numbers 
of Americans. 

Constrained by minima of de- 
cency, neither the female nor male 
gossips in this country have yet 


the finger of suspicion at a young 
woman merely because some ir- 
responsible sailor whistles as she 
walks down the street. 


OBVIOUSLY to ask people to 
refrain from gossiping about their 
neighbors is too much. Similarly, 
it would be too great a strain to 
ask the political rakes to stop talk- 
ing about the liberal organizations. 
It is not, however, too much to 
suggest that some criteria be set 
up below which back-fence gossips 
of any category ‘be not expected 
to fall. 

I do not believe, for instance, 
that an organization professing lib- 
eral objectives should be classed 
as “Communist” just because on 
some occasion a Communist whis- 
tled at it.

stand why Charles should say 
such things. His father does not 
use profanity, so why should 
Charles adopt it? Can you explain 
it, Dr. Crane?” 
DIAGNOSIS 

There are several reasons why 
children employ profanity. They 
like to imitate men, so if the fa- 
ther curses, it is only natural 
that the sons will be inclined to 
do likewise. 


Since Charles’ father does not | 
employ oaths, this reason does not 
happen to fit in this case. 

Boys always like to be thought 
grown up. It flatters their ego to 
be considered big or adultish. 
Hence, they thrill with pleasure 
when they get into long trousers. 
But they do not stop solely with 
a man’s attire. They often adopt 
men’s language and smoking and 


liquor. 

Because they are taught to 
avoid profanity, their attention is 
often directed toward the subject 
on the principle of forbidden fruit. 

Moreover, boys like to show off 
before other youngsters and en- 
joy social prestige. To employ 
profanity is shocking, audacious, 
brave, so they think. 

Awed children of more timid 


temperature are fearful of the | 


rough, cursing boys because the 
latter gain in apparent adulthood 
or maturity by such  violen 
speech. : 
A child who readily picks up 
the habits and speech of his play- 
mates is also likely to be a timid 
or fearful youngster who is try- 
ing to appear less conspicuous. 
He wants to submerge his identity 
quickly within the crowd by doing 
as the others do. 

It may seem impossible to be- 
lieve at first thought, but those 
who chronically use profanity are 
often people who are afraid of 
themselves. They adopt loud and 
violent language to reassure them- 
selves. They think it creates the 
impression that they are bold, vir- 
ile men. Meanwhile, they are 
really trying to compensate for 
an inferiority complex. 

Thus they resemble the boy who 
whistles on a dark night to keep 
up his courage. Since they don’t 
feel equal to those with whom 
they associate, they try to impress 
their friends by recourse to foul 
language. It not only makes them 
appear wordly wise. so they think, 
but they gain a little attention or 
notoriety. 

Short boys or men, who do not 
excel in sports or are social cow- 
ards, may likewise try to com- 
pensate by a string of oaths. Slang 
and profanity are sometimes a 
means of letting off emotional 
steam, but chronic users of oaths 
are usually childlike in their emo- 
tional development, even though 
they may be grown men. 

Strong men and well-adiusted 
children don’t have to reply on 
such artificial devices for impress- 
ing their associates. 

The trouble with Charles was 
chiefly the fact that he had two 
sisters and no brothers. He was 
the oldest child, somewhat tied to 
his mother’s apron strings, and 
not skilled in boys’ sports. He 
feared he would be thought sissy, 
so he tried to adopt strong lan- 
guage, thinking it would make 
him apnvear strong and manly.
